Special to the Democrat 
Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 21.—a stat­ 
ist ic:\l analysis of tho official returns 
of the election of 1914, 1910 and 1906 
brings out the Cold, t m tact that the 
republican party has decidedly retro­ 
gressed iii Missouri and no longer is 
as powerful as it was when the popu­ 
lation of the state was less than at 
present. 
The recent election being 
one held in an “off” year it is no 
more 
than 
fair 
that 
comparisons 
should be made with toe results of 
other “off* years, 
fn the review the 
vote of the progressive party is con­ 
sidered only so far as the decrease in 
two vears has benefited republicans, 
thereby giving the latter party full 
credit for a strength it once possessed, 
a portion of which it recently re­ 
gained. 
I 
It is probably fortunate that in each 
'of the elections of the “off” years 
1914, .1910 and 1906 Supreme Court 
judges were voted for and e’ected, a 
contest each time high class enough to 
draw out a full party “off” year vote 
for (lie democratic 
and 
republican 
nominees. 
Official state figures can­ 
not be disputed since they represent 
actual returns from both democratic 
anti republican precinct election of-, 
ficials. 
In 1906 Kennish, the republican can­ 
didate 
for Supreme court, received' 
283,446 votes; in 1910, when the pro-! 
hibitlon 
constitutional 
amendment 
brought out a tremendous “off” year 
vote, especial in St. Louis, Brown,' 
the republican candidate, polled 322,- 
074 votes, and in 1914 Robertson, a 
lawyer as prominent and capable as 
he others, dropped down to 239,272 
votes, which is now' the accepted cf- 
icial strength of th4 republican party, 
especially so since republican organs 
all over the state a fey days ago used 
these figures to emphasize the gains 
the party had made since 1912 when 
Taft, received 
only 
297,821 
votes, 
which, to be magnanimous, it can be 
conceded did not stand for the full 
party strength. 
The wide difference in the republi­ 
can vote for Supreme Court judgq be­ 
tween the years 1910 and 1914, if used 
for comparative purposes., would cause 
republicans to gasp for breath and 
then announce that such a compari­ 
son was unfair, for the reason that the 
‘wet.” and “dry” issue at stake in 
1919 brought out for the two leading 
parties of Missouri a vote which will 
not, for years to come, be polled again 
in an “off” year. 
Neither would it 
be fair to the republican party to com­ 
pare their small 1912 vote with that 
of 1910, since republican organs l^hve 
accepted the IOU returns as the true 
strength of their party. 
A comparison of the vote of 19C6, 
an “off” year with that of 1914, seems 
to be tho only way open to give toe 
republican party the fair showing to 
which It is entitled. In 1906, Kennish. 
the 
republican choice for Supreme 
Court judge, received 283,446, and 
eight years later, Robertson was given 
only 259,272, a clear republican loos 
of 24,174. 
The showing of the democratic par­ 
ty iii tho same period stands out in 
vivid contrast. In 1996 Yvoodson, for 
Supreme Court Judge, received 292,* 
523 votes, winning over Kennish, bis 
republican opponent, by 9,077. Iii 1914 
Blair, democratic nominee for 
Su­ 
preme Court, drew 311,382 votes and 
Robertson, his republican opponent, 
but 259,272, a clear plurality of 52,110, 
Williams, the progressive aspirant for 
the same position, 
received 
23,972 
votes. 
Over both Williams and Rob­ 
ertson, Blair had a lead of 26,138, or 
nearly three times the plurality Wood­ 
son ii. 1906 had over his republican 
opponent, Kennish. 
The democratic gains of 1914 over 
1906, amounting to 18,Sui; or nearly 
a seven per cent gain, come out in 
bold relief when compared to the re­ 
publican retrogression in tile same 
eight years of 24,174 votes, or neatly 
a nine per cent republican loss. Facts' 
and figures reveal gains claimed by 
the republicans, 1914 over 1912, are 
not true gains since the increase in 
the vote between tho two eletcicnt 
was merely due to the return to the 
republican party of voters who had 
only temporarily left it to cast thcTr 
lot with the bull mooser, Roosevelt 
And even then with the return of this 
wing the republicans in 1914 did not 
near cast the vote that the years 1910 
and 1906 drew, leaving the party still 
in the humiliating position .af being 
weaker than it once was.

Ii in den burg’s army, which last week 
was sweeping toward Warsaw, in its 
second advance through Russian Po­ 
land, today is reported from Fetro- 
grad to be in retreat after a harrow­ 
ing experience and serious reverses 
inflicted by the Russians, -who with 
their reinforcements, made a brilliant 
stand between the Vistula and Warta 
rivers. 
V hile the extent and completeness 
of the German defeat was not known 
here, the fact that Von Hindenburg 
had been beaten was by far the big­ 
gest feature of today’s war news. 
The same dispatches that tell of 
his reverses, however, say German 
reinforcements are being brought up, 
so that another great battle is likely 
to develop on a line nearly to the 
frontier of Posen, where the Germans 
will have the same chances of renew­ 
ing a vigorous offensive as had the 
Russians in the progress of the pres­ 
ent victory. 
General Von Hindenburg has about 
400,000 men, and if the Petrograd 
reports can be accepted, they have 
been separated, badly cut up and 
thousands taken prisoners, so that 
the German forces will require refor­ 
mation and rest before they will be 
in position to meet the enemy iii bat­ 
tle.

NO ROOM FO R S C R U B ST O C K 


By M. V. Carroll, Secretary Pettis 
County Bureau of Agriculture. 


With the constant and rapid in­ 
crease of population, the enhancing 
value of farm lands and the lessen­ 
ing area available for grazing pur­ 
poses comes an imperative demand 
for meat-producing stock which can 
he matured quickly 
and 
marketed 
with profit to the owner. Supplemen­ 
tal to these factors is the exacting 
demand for a better quality of meat. 
Together these conditions force upon 
the cattle raiser, be lie small farmer 
or extensive breeder and feeder, the 
necessity of raising better stock. The 
scrub must give place to some one of 
the improved beef breeds which can 
he grown and finished for the mar­ 
kets in from eighteen to twenty-four 
months and be sold at the top of the 
market. 
Even though inferior cattle should 
make equal gains on the food they 
consume, they still produce an -in­ 
ferior grade of carcass which, in com­ 
petition with that of the well bred 
steer, will be discriminated against 
from IO to 25 per cent. 
If the infe­ 
rior or scrub steer is produced with­ 
out loss, the premium on the well 
bred steer is profit. 
There is a very 
great difference in 
the 
value 
per 
pound of a well bred 
calf 
and 
a 
scrub. 
The well bred one pays you 
a profit on every bushel of corn and 
every ton of forage he consumes—the 
other calf makes slow growth, is gen­ 
erally a “mean looker,” and, in the 
vernacular, frequently “eats his head 
off ’ before reaching market maturity. 
Feeders of mature cattle sometimes 
select inferior steers of off-color and 
size on account of their lower cost as 
feeders and claim there is profit in 
them. 
If this be true for the man 
who feeds them, how about the man 
who raised them and was compelled 
to accept the low price for them? It 
is Undeniably true that good and well 
bred feeding cattle sometimes sell for 
more than they are really worth, but 
this is certainly a convincing argu­ 
ment in favor of raising them.

It “Was Not a Hostile Act.” 


Washington, Nov. 21—Word from 
Captain Decker, of the cruiser Ten­ 
nessee, that the firing by Turkish 
forts on the cruiser’s launch was an 
‘act not hostile,” has been in posses­ 
sion of the government since Wednes­ 
day, but not permitted to become pub­ 
lic. 
Word came in Decker’s first report 
on the firing. 
Today, after a conference with the 
president, Secretary Tumulty made a 
formal announcement that Decker had 
reported the shots were not hostile. 
“The public already knows 
what 
happened,” said Tumulty. 
“A boat 
from Tennessee tried 'to enter 
the 
harbor which Turkish government de­ 
clared closed. A shot was fired across 
the bow to stop her. Captain Decker 
reports it was not intended as a hos­ 
tile act.” 
Later, Secretary of the Navy Dani­ 
els announced that portions of Deck­ 
er’s first report had not been made 
public when received, because it was

Justice J. B. Rickman, at whose 
instance petitions have been circu­ 
lated to be presented to the county 
court asking that a special election 
be called to vote on a proposition for 
issuing bonds for the erection of a 
new* jail in the county, has secured 
figures on the taxable wealth of the 
county. The figures show real estate 
taxable valuation of $10,458,300; per­ 
sonal property, $2,765,100 and rail­ 
road property, $2,146,982.

is $15,270,382. 
Judge Rickman intends to send this 
information broadcast to the heavy 
taxpayers of the county, and in com­ 
pilation of the cost to each taxpayer

INDICT FORMER BANKERS 


Memphis 
Men 
Are 
Charged 
With 
Mail Frauds by Federal Jury. 


Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 27—The fed­ 


eral grand jury has returned indict­ 


ments against C. H. Paine, president, 


and Claude Anderson, cashier of the 
Mercantile bank at the time of its 
failure for more than $1,000,000 in 
February. 
A 
blanket 
indictment 
charges the two former officials with 
using the mails to defraud. 
Raine, who is in New' York, is new’ 
under a $25,000 bond for appearance 
for trial in the Shelby county crim­ 
inal court. 
The indictment against 
the two officials grew out of the fail­ 
ure of the old Mercantile bank before 
it received a national bank charter. 
The government charged that in 
circulation made through the mails of 
bank statem ents signed by the two 
officials, the postal laws had been 
violated, the statement, it is alleged, 
setting forth financial conditions of 
the bank which did not exist.

The Common Carriers Ask for Re­ 
lief— President Wilson 
Directs 
Attention of Public to 
x 
Their Needs. 
The committee of railroad execu­ 
tives, headed by Mr. Frank Trumbull, 
representing thirty-five of the leading 
railroad systems cf the nation, recent­ 
ly presented to President Wilson a 
memorandum briefly reviewing the dif­ 
ficulties now confronting the railroads 
of the country and asking for the co­ 
operation of the governmental authori­ 
ties and the public in supporting rail­ 
road credits and recognizing an emer­ 
gency which requires that the rail­ 
roads be given additional revenues. 
The memorandum recites that the 
European war has resulted in general 
depression of business on the Ameri­ 
can continent and in the dislocation 
of credits at home and abroad. With 
revenues decreasing and interest rates 
increasing the transportation systems 
of the country face a most serious 
crisis and 
the memorandum is a 
strong presentation 
of 
the 
candle 
burning at both ends and the perils 
that must ultimately attend such a 
conflagration when the flames meet 
is apparent to all. 
In their general 
discussion the 
railroad 
representa­ 
tives say in part: 
“By reason of leg­ 
islation and regulation by the federal 
government and the forty-eight states 
acting independently of ea^h other, as 
well as through the action of a strong 
public opinion, railroad expenses in 
recent years have vastly increased. 
No criticism is here made of the gen­ 
eral theory of governmental regula­ 
tion, but on the other hand, no in­ 
genuity can relieve the carriers of ex­ 
penses created thereby." 
President Wilson, in transmitting 
the 
memorandum 
of 
the 
railroad 
presidents to the public, character­ 
izes it as “a lucid statement of plain 
truth." 
The president 
recognizing 
the emergency as extraordinary, con­ 
tinuing, said in part: 
“ You ask me to call the attention 
of the country to the imperative need 
that railway credits be sustained and 
tho railroads helped in every possible 
way, whether by private co-operative 
effort or by the action, wherever 
feasible of governmental agencies, and 
I am glad to do so because I think 
the need very real." 
The conference was certainly a 
* fortunate one for the nation and the 
president is to be congratulated for 
opening the gate to a new world of 
effort in which everyone may co-oper­ 
ate. 
There are many important prob­ 
lems in our complex civilization that 
will yield to co-operation which will 
not lend themselves to arbitrary rul­ 
ings of commissions and financing 
railroads 13 one of them. 
The man 
with the money is a factor that can­ 
not be eliminated from any business 
transaction and the public is an inter­ 
ested party that should always be con­ 
sulted and happily the president has 
invited all to participate in the solu­ 
tion of our railroad problems.

Chambers, Russell and Harper were 
found guilty on twelve c units and not 
guilty on two counts. Cammage and 
Hubbard were found guilty 
on 
one 
count only. 
The jury recommended that Gam­ 
enage aud Hubbard be given the light 
est sentences jxissible. The case was 
worked up by the government involv­ 
e d the sale of Florida lands. The de­ 
fendants are subject to a maximum 
rentence of five years in the penitent 
j tiavy and a fine of $1,000 on each 
I count on which they were found guil­ 
ty. 
The court allowed the defendants 
fifteen days in which to perfect ar. 
appeal and said sentence would not 
be passed for two weeks 
All the)de­ 
fendants furnished bond and were re­ 
leased pending the filing of their ap­ 
neal. 
Chambers and his alleged agents 
were indicated Dec. 9, 1913. The gov* 
( rnment charged that Chambers pur­ 
chased from the state of Florida 50,000 
j acres of undrained land in the swamps 
of Dade and Palm Beach counties in 
July, 1910, for which he wadi to pa} 
$15 an acre. 
Arrangements had been completed, 
accordngi to the company's literature, 
with the state of Florida ror the drain­ 
age of the lands and declarations wore 
made that the land wap suitable for 
a1! kinds of agriculture. 
The land was sold on the install 
ment plan at from $50 to $65 an acre, 
and. the government charged, a total 
of $125,000 profti was reaMzed by the 
“oui pa ny for the sale of 17,000 acres. 
The government maintained the land 
was unfit for cultivation 
and 
was 
never drained. The operations of the 
ft5hambers company cea.^d in Febru­ 
ary, 1913. 
The defense maintained the slate of 
Florida’s plans for draining the lands 
were feasible, and that it sold the 
land in good faith. 
Governor Park 
Trammell, of Florida, arid other of­ 
ficials of the suite testified that the 
drainage plans were not nnly possible 
but would be carried to certain com­ 
pletion. 
Only unfavorable criticism 
to the everglades drainage
